But now comes a suggestion that this tense 
pace is neither normal nor necessary, even for 
today. 
Writing in Collier’s magazine, Howard 
W hitm an quotes psychiatrists as declaring it is 
an abnormal, neurotic drive rather than brains, 
energy or ambition that leads a man to punish 
himself with work and possibly “succeed him­ 
self to death.” 
Busine.'^s leaders can amass plenty of evidence 
to support their contention that their problems 
and burdens have mounted to dizzy heights in 
'the last two decades, and 
that their 
own 
» tensions have risen in proportion. 
The doctors, 
however, decline to admit that most executives 
have to work as hard as they often do. 
They insist that the men who let work dom­ 
inate their lives are out of balance in some 
way. 
They say some have a distorted idea of 
life that allows no place for fun and rest. 
Some men simply don’t know how to use free 
time, so they tie themselves to work to avoid 
'boredom. 
Others are ridden by fears — of 
failure, and competing executives, of insecurity 
they often can’t define. 
So these high voltage 
individuals, focus so hard on making a living 
that they forget all about making a life. 
They 
deprive their families of badly needed compan­ 
ionship and guardianship. They lose the match­ 
less riches of leisure, the fulfillment of spiritual 
wants that can’t be satisfied in the grubbing 
world of work. And into the bargain, they kill 
themselves. 
In so doing, they rob business of 
brain power, training and leadership. 
Thus they defeat the very purposes for which 
they are supposedly slaving. 
The doctors’ ad­ 
vice to business executives is to grow up, to 
stop racing each other to the grave and grasp­ 
ing for the symbols of life instead of life itself. 
Any sen.sible person would be likely to agree 
with Dr. Leo H. Bartemeir of Detroit, whom 
Whitman quotes as follows: “The grown-up 
man has his prestige and security within him. 
He doesn’t have to make a million dollars. He 
doesn’t need the biggest car. 
His joy comes 
from being a person, a fully realized human 
being.”

WASHINGTON, August 3 — Newspapers ear­ 
ned 
a 
little 
note about President 
Truman 
driving his own car to Leesburg. Va., the 
other day, but there was no other explanation 
of why he went there. 
Here is the reason 
why: 
Some w-eeks ago. Sen. Cabot Lodge, Massa­ 
chusetts Republican, w^as visiting Gen. George 
Mar-hall at Leesburg, when the ex-secretary 
of state showed him the grave of Col. Edward 
D. Baker, former U. S. senator from Oregon, 
killed m action during the Civil War. 
The stone marker was covered with moss. 
Vines and vegetation had grown up over the 
spot, and General Marshall remarked to the 
senator from Massachusetts that it was a shame 
a senator from Oregon w^ho had fought so gal­ 
lantly should be so ungallantly remembered. 
Later, 
General Marshall 
reported 
this 
to 
President Truman and some days later, Sena­ 
tor Wayne Morse of Oregon got a message 
from the president telling him that a for­ 
mer 
Oregon 
senator 
lay 
unremembered 
a t 
Leesburg, and suggesting that they both visit 
the grave. 
Morse accepted. 
But before leaving, he sent 
over to the Library of Congress to find out 
more about Colonel Baker. 
The library re­ 
ported that he w'as killed at Ball’s Bluff, V’^a., 
but buried at Lone Mountain cemetery, San 
Francisco. Furthermore, the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, who was w'ounded in the 
same battle, describefl in one of his books how 
Senator Baker’s body w'as carried back to the 
west coast — at that time an unheard-of trip 
for a w’ar casualty. 
Truman as a Cha uffeur 
Senator Morse, how’ever, had no opportunity 
to break this new^s to President Truman until 
the two got in the White I^ouse car—a Lincoln 
—for the drive to Leesburg. 
Their first conversation was about the fact 
that the president was driving himself, the 
senator discreetly inquiring when the president 
had last driven. 
Mr. Truman admitted he 
hadn’t driven for a couple of years, but said 
he still remembered howu 
As the trip con­ 
tinued, it w'as evident that whatever the presi­ 
dent lacked in skill as a chauffeur, he made 
up for in zestful driving. 
With the secret ser­ 
vice men sitting nervously in the rear, the 
president enjoyed ever^' minute of it. 
Finally, Senator Morse broke the news. 
“I looked up Senator Baker of Oregon,” he 
said, “and the Library of Congress informs me 
that while ,he was shot at Ball’s Bluff, he 
W’as buried at San Francisco.” 
The presidential car nearly sw'erved off the 
road. 
Recovering, Mr. Truman said that General 
Marshall w'ould feel bad about bringing them 
all the w'ay to Leesburg for nothing. 
“We 
mustn’t hurt his feelings,” he added. 
“You 
leave this to me.” 
So, after lunch, as General Marshall escorted 
the party three miles away to the supposed 
grave of Senator Baker, Mr. Truman broke the 
new’s that he wasn’t buried there after all. 
General 
Marshall wasn’t entirely convinced, 
however, and led them to the grave. 
There they found that the Library of Con­ 
gress w'as right. 
The tfimbstone w^as merely 
a marker stating that “Col. Baker was killed 
here, Oct. 21, 1861.” 
There was no indication 
that he was buried there. 
In fact, the bodies 
of 54 other federal soldiers had been removed 
to a nearby grave. 
General 
Marshall felt bad about bringing 
the 
president 
and 
Senator Morse dowm 
to 
Leesburg on a wild-goose chase, but they didn't 
feel that way at all. 
They w^ere delighted to 
have the excuse to get away from Washington 
and they arranged to have a gardener tidy up 
the spot where Colonel Baker fell. 
No new 
monument, they agreed, was necessary. 
Note — Senator Baker, born in England, 
setwcd in the House of Representatives from 
Illinois, then moved to Oregon about the time 
of the gold rush and was elected to the U. S. 
Senate from Oregon in 1859. 
He enlisted in 
the 71st Pennsylvania Volunteers, and was lem- 
pni arily commissioned a ma.ior general. 
Secret Ca pitol Cockta il Lounge 
The story has never been told how' the 
Democrats discovered a secret cocktail lounge 
in the Capitol building after they took over 
from the Republicans. 
The lounge was fixed up by ex-Senator Cur­ 
ly Brooks of Illinois and his political protege, 
ex-sergcant-al-arms Eriw’ard McGinnis, in one 
of the historic rooms of the Capitol where the 
supreme court first met. 
They cleared out 
the stately, historic furnishings and turned it 
into a gay-colored cocktail lounge, iiicongrous 
and out of place in the capitol. 
How^ much it cost the taxpayers to paint, 
decorate, and furnish Brooks’ private lounge 
will probably never be known. 
It was simple 
for the e.x-senator from Illinois to keep his 
secret since he was chairman of the Senate 
wing of the capiioL 
But w'hen Brooks was defeated last Novem­ 
ber, Senator Carl Hayden of Arizona, the new' 
rules committee and in charge of the Senate 
rules chairman, inherited all his keys. 
That's 
how the Democrats discovered the secret lounge. 
Telephoning Senator ScfMl Lucas, majority 
leader of the Senate, Hayden said: “1 have 
a 
surprise for you.” 
Later he took Lucas to the hideaway, un­ 
locked the door and announced: 
“Lock what I have discovered! 
I don't want 
‘o get caught with a room like this on my 
hands, so I’m turning it over to you. 
It’s 
only poetic justice that you should get it.”

There is no Sc ieiilific Ba sis

Practically 
everyone 
is bom 
w'ith some kind if malformation 
of the skin or mucous membrane 
w’hich is called a birthmark. These 
are usually so small, covered wdth 
hair, or placed in such an incon­ 
spicuous part of the body that they 
do not cause any concern. 
Occa­ 
sionally large ones appear on the 
face or some other conspicuous 
part of the body where they in­ 
terfere seriously with appearance. 
There are a great many super- 
.stitions about birthmarks. 
Some 
people think they arise because of 
an unfortunate incident occuring 
to the mother during pregnancy. 
Thus it is said that when 
a baby 
is born wdth a straw’berry mark 
the mother can invariably remem­ 
ber having an uncontrollable de­ 
sire for strawberries. 
At other 
times birthmarks are attributed to 
a fright of the mother. 
There is, 
however, no scientific basis w’hat- 
ever for such beliefs. 
Proper Trea tment 
There are a good many different 
kinds of birthmarks. 
Many of 
them are moles, which may be flat 
or elevated and dark or almost 
skin color. Brow'n ones are called 
pigmented moles. Some are hairy. 
The 
proper treatment 
for 
a 
birthmark depends on the location, 
the size, and the particular variety 


of the defect. Many moles can be 
removed by local treatmen, in­ 
cluding surgery, various types of 
electric cautery, freezing w’ith car­ 
bon dioxide snow'. X-rays or radi­ 
um and certain chemical agents. 
It is not always possible to re­ 
move or fade birthmarks success­ 
fully even when they are on con­ 
spicuous parts of the body, like 
the face. Expert advice must be 
obtained. 
When treatment does 
not seem to offer good chances for 
success or when it fails, good cos­ 
metic results often can be obtained 
by covering the involved skin wdth 
some preparation w’hich looks like 
the normal’skin.

South Dakota Senator Proposes 
Business Aid on 
Government Contracts 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, August 3 — Newspapers car- 


ried a little note about President 
Truman 


driving his own car to Leesburg. Va., the 
other day, but there was no other explanation 
of why he went there. 
Here is the reason 


why: 


Some weeks ago, Sen. Cabot Lodge, Massa- 


chusetts Republican, was visiting Gen. George 
Marshall at Leesfaurg, when the ex-secretary 
of state showed him the grave of Col. Edward 
D. Baker, former U. S. senator from Oregon, 
killed in action during the Civil War. 


The stone marker was covered with moss. 


Vines and vegetation had grown up over the 
spot, and General Marshall remarked to the 
senator from Massachusetts that it was a shame 
a senator from Oregon who had fought so gal- 
lantly should be so ungallantly remembered. 


Later, General Marshall 
reported 
this to 


President Truman and some days later, Sena- 
tor Wayne Morse of Oregon got a message 
from the president telling him that a for- 
mer 
Oregon senator lay unremembered 
at 


Leesburg, and suggesting that they both visit 
the grave. 


Morse accepted. But before leaving, he sent 


over to the Library of Congress to find out 
more about Colonel Baker. 
The library re- 


ported that he was killed at Ball's Bluff, Va., 
but buried at Lone Mountain cemetery, San 
Francisco. Furthermore, the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, who was wounded in the 
same battle, described in one of his books how 
Senator Baker's body was carried back to the 
west coast — at that time an unheard-of trip 
for a war casualty. 


Truman as a Chauffeur 
Senator Morse, however, had no opportunity 


to break this news to President Truman until 
the two got in the White House car—a Lincoln 
—for the drive to Leesburg. 


Their first conversation was about the fact 


that the president was driving himself, the 
senator discreetly inquiring when the president 
had last driven. 
Mr. Truman admitted he 


hadn't driven for a couple of years, but said 
he still remembered how. 
As the trip con- 


tinued, it was evident that whatever the presi- 
dent lacked in skill as a chauffeur, he made 
up for in zestful driving. With the secret ser- 
vice men sitting nervously in the rear, the 
president enjoyed every minute of it. 


Finally, Senator Morse broke the news. 
"I looked up Senator Baker of Oregon," he 


said, "and the Library of Congress informs me 
that while .he was shot at Ball's Bluff, he 
was buried at San Francisco." 


The presidential car nearly swerved off the 


road. 


Recovering, Mr. Truman said that General 


Marshall would feel bad about bringing them 
all the way to Leesburg for nothing. 
"We 


mustn't hurt his feelings," he added. 
"You 


leave this to me." 


So, after lunch, as General Marshall escorted 


the party three miles away to the supposed 
grave of Senator Baker, Mr. Truman broke the 
news that he wasn't buried there after all. 
General Marshall wasn't 
entirely convinced, 


however, and led them to the grave. 


There they found that the Library of Con- 


gress was right. 
The tombstone was merely 


a marker stating that "Col. Baker was killed 
here, Oct. 21, 1861." 
There was no indication 


that he was buried there. 
In fact, the bodies 


of 54 other federal soldiers had been removed 
to a nearby grave. 


General Marshall felt bad about bringing 


the president and Senator Morse down to 
Leesburg on a wild-goose chase, but they didn't 
feel that way at all. 
They were delighted to 


have the excuse to get away from Washington 
and they arranged to have a gardener tidy up 
the spot where Colonel Baker fell. 
No new 


monument, they agreed, was necessary. 


Note — Senator Baker, born in England, 


served in the House of Representatives from 
Illinois, then moved to Oregon about the time 
of the gold rush and was elected to the U. S. 
Senate from Oregon in 1859. He enlisted in 
the 71st Pennsylvania Volunteers, and was tem- 
porarily commissioned a major general. 


Secret Capitol Cocktail Loung-e 
The story has never been told how the 


Democrats discovered a secret cocktail lounge 
in the Capitol building after they took over 
from the Republicans. 


The lounge was fixed up by ex-Senator Cur- 


ly Brooks of Illinois and his political protege, 
ex-sergeant-at-arms Edward McGinnis, in one 
of the historic rooms of the Capitol where the 
supreme court first met. 
They cleared out 


the stately, historic furnishings and turned it 
into a gay-colored cocktail lounge, incongrous 
and out of place in the capitol. 


How much it cost the taxpayers to paint, 


decorate, and furnish Brooks' private lounge 
will probably never be known. It was simple 
for the ex-senator from Illinois to keep his 
secret since he was chairman of the Senate 
wing of the capitol. 


But when Brooks was defeated last Novem- 


ber, Senator Carl Hayden of Arizona, the new 
rules committee and in charge of the Senate 
rules chairman, inherited all his keys. 
That's 


how the Democrats discovered the secret lounge. 


Telephoning Senator Scott Lucas, majority 


leader of the Senate, Hayden said: "I have a 
surprise for you." 


Later he took Lucas to the hideaway, un- 


locked the door and announced: 


"Look what I have discovered! I don't want 


to get caught with a room like this on my 
hands, so I'm turning it over to you. 
It's 


only poetic justice that you should get it."

• The Doctor Says 


There is no Scientific Basis 
For Birthmark Superstitions

Practically 
everyone is born 


with some kind if malformation 
of the skin or mucous membrane 
which is called a birthmark. These 
are usually so small, covered with 
hair, or placed in such an incon- 
spicuous part of the body that they 
do not cause any concern. Occa- 
sionally large ones appear on the 
face or some other conspicuous 
part of the body where they in- 
terfere seriously with appearance. 


There are a great many super- 


stitions about birthmarks. 
Some 


people think they arise because of 
an unfortunate incident occuring 
to the mother during pregnancy. 
Thus it is said that when a baby 
is born with a strawberry mark 
the mother can invariably remem- 
ber having an uncontrollable de- 
sire for strawberries. 
At other 


times birthmarks are attributed to 
a fright of the mother. There is, 
however, no scientific basis what- 
ever for such beliefs. 
Proper Treatment 
There are a good many different 


kinds of birthmarks. 
Many of 


them are moles, which may be flat 
or, elevated and dark or almost 
skin color. Brown ones are called 
pigmented moles. Some are hairy. 


The proper treatment for a 


birthmark depends on the location, 
the size, and the particular variety 


of the defect. Many moles can be 
removed by local treatmen, In- 
cluding surgery, various types of 
electric cautery, freezing with car- 
bon dioxide snow, X-rays or radi- 
um and certain chemical agents. 


It is not always possible to re- 


move or fade birthmarks success- 
fully even when they are on con- 
spicuous parts .of the body, like 
the face. Expert advice must be 
obtained. When treatment does 
not seem to offer good chances for 
success or when it fails, good cos- 
metic results otten can be obtained 
by covering the involved skin with 
some preparation which looks like 
the normal"skin.

to stabilize world markets 
and

dividing the export market among 
jurplus-producing nations and by 
maintaining a schedule of maxi- 
mum and minimum prices in the 
world markets. 


The United States share of a 


454,000,000-bushel annual allotted 
world market is 168,000,000 bush- 
els. 


The subsidy is made necessary 


by the Eact that the maximum 
price set by the pact is below cur- 
rent domestic prices of the grain. 


The maximum price is $1.80 a 


bushel for No. 1 northern wheat 
at Fort Williams and Port Arthur 
lanada. The equivalent maxr 
mum price at any other particular 
point reflects the difference in 
;ransportation rates between that 
point and Fort Williams, on the 
one

to major consuming 


areas on the other.

Hom-s On Rock 


Trapped In The 
Flooded Broad 
River Monday

COLUMBIA, S. C., Aug. 3—(&) 


—A 31-year-old fisherman was 
rescued at 6:15 a. m. Tuesday 
from a rock on which he was ma- 
rooned for eleven hours in the 
flooded Broad river. 


Robert Monroe .Lee, who can't 


swim, was trapped late Monday 
when the water rose suddenly. He 
was only tired today from his ex- 
perience, and a few hours sleep 
fixed that. 


The rescue was made by two 


city firemen in a small, outboard 
motor-boat. They beat a Navy 
blimp and an Army helicopter out 
of a dramatic rescue. 


Rising fog cut off the blimp, 


from Brunswick, Ga., after it had 
hovered overhead for a chance to 
swing its bosun's chair to Lee. 
Bad weather delayed the helicop- 
ter, trucked most of the way from 
Pope Field, N. C. 


Lee had perched atop a small 


expanse of rock, just large enough 
for him to sit on, throughout the 
night. 


Batteries of searchlights picked 


out his white-shirted form in the 
river mists and the roaring water. 


A public address system carried 


the 
encouraging voices of 
his 


mother and brother out to him, 
75 yards from rescuers and hund- 
reds of spectators on shore. 


The rolling river swamped and 


battered all early efforts to reach 
him by motorboat, rubber raft and 
life line. 


When Columbia fire department 


rescue specialist Clyde Hurst, 38, 
snaked his little boat through the 
rapids to Lee's Rock, the waters 
had dropped several inches. They 
still were dangerous. 


Lee and James Dent, 25, had 


walked out from shore to the rocks 
to fish. Waters let loose earlier

power dam 28 river miles up- 
stream suddenly 
descended on 


them. 


In -three minutes, Lee estimated, 


they were cut off. Dent, who could 
swim, finally made it to shore, 
battered and exhausted.

Prayer History's Best 
Weapon Against 'Hoppers 


Since Biblical Times, it Has Best Success 
Record; Scientific Method is Aerial Poison

WASHINGTON — In the long 


history of man's constant fight 
against grasshopper 
and 
locust 


plagues, the use of prayer has 
the best record of accomplish- 
ment. 


In Biblical times many plagues 


of locusts — the same insect as 
the grasshopper — are recorded 
as having beer successfully wiped 
out by mass prayer. 


The second year the Pilgrims 


were on the American continent 
their meager crops were attacked 
by swarms of what they described 
as' grasshoppers. Their only wea- 
pon against the insects was pray- 
er, and they prayed. History re- 
cords that it worked. 
At least 


their crops were saved. 


In the early days of the Mor- 


mon settlement in Utah their very 
existence there was threatened by 
a locust plague. While they were 
all praying for deliverance from 
this pest, great swarms of seagulls 
came over and devoured prac- 
tically all of the insects. 
A sta- 


tue to the seagull stands in Salt 
Lake City today. 


In 1876 the governor of Mis- 


souri set asjde one day for fast- 
ing and prayer in an attempt to 
combat 
the 
worst 
grasshopper 


outbreak 
in 
American history 


Records show that 
after 
thai 


the plague began to lessen and 
finally" disappeared. 


Every 
weapon 
against 
the 


grasshopper which so-called mod- 
ern science has developed has 
failed to halt the peiiodic in- 
creases of th^t pest in the U. S. 


One o! the outstanding Depart- 


ment of Agriculture experts on 
the grasshopper, J. R. _Parker, ad- 
mits: 


"In reviewing the occurrence of 


grasshopper 
outbreaks and the 


development of grasshopper con- 
trol during the last 100 years, it 
becomes apparent that in spite of 
greatly 
improved control 
prac- 


tices and more intelligent appre- 
ciation of the problem by land 
owners and public agencies, there 
has been no marked decrease in 
the 
frequency and duration of 


grasshoppers ate off all of their 
feathers. 


The "hopper-dozer" 
invention 


came along. This consisted of a 
giant 
metal 
scoop which 
was 


pushed along the ground in in- 
fested areas until millions of the 
insects were collected. After that 
kerosene v. as poured on them and 
ignited. Digging huge trenches in 
front of moving swarms to catch 
them for the kerosene treatment 
was part of the same plan. Both 
methods proved more costly than 
they were worth. 


For years some control experts 


thought that late and early plow- 
ing was the answer—killing the 
eggs by this method. This prac- 
tice has also been abandoned as 
too costly. 


Spreading of poison bait by 


airplane is the newest method of 
fighting hoppers and said, to be 
the most efficient of the scienti- 
fic approaches yet devised. 
The 


department 
of agriculture now 


has more than 32 aircraft engaged 
in emergency operations of this 
sort. 
Thousands of tons of bait 


are being spread over hundreds 
of thousands of acres throughout 
the west. 


Immediate results are encour- 


aging. But there is no claim that 
such aerial warfare will in any 


measure reverse the new grass- 
hopper cycle in the U. S. now in 
full swarm and which will prob- 
ably be worse next year and in 
1951.

I'm going to try to swim the

They tell me that no 16-year- 


old has ever beaten the Channel 
and only 10 women have made 
it, but I've swum through condi- 
tions which people tell me were 
just as tough, or worse.

March Of Dimes Supplies 
Millions To Combat Polio 


By Alton L. Blakeslee 


Associated Press Science Reporter 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3—(fP)—The 


March of Dimes has supplied mil- 
lions of dollars so far this year 
to aid new victims of polio. 


No exact figure is available. 


But some local chapters of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, 
which 
collects 
the 


money, already have exhausted 
their funds. 


To them the national headquar- 


ters has advanced $3,500,000 from 
its epidemic aid fund. How much 
the local chapters have spent be- 
sides isn't known. 


Polio is one of the costliest of 


diseases. Patients may have to 
spend months or years in hospitals. 


Cost of the average case runs 
between $1,000 and $2,000. 


Here is how the March of Dimes 


helps to lift this burden: 


Local chapters keep half of the 


dimes money. Most of it goes to 
pay expenses of patients in their 
areas. 


The foundation's policy is that 


local chapters pay for expenses 
which the family cannot meet. It 
may pay the entire cost or part of 
it. 
Cases Judged On Merits 
"Each case is judged on its 


merits," said Dr. Hart E. Van 
Riper, foundation medical director. 
"There is no set income that a 
family must have to get help."

Part of it goes into 
the epidemic aid fund, and money 
is sent to the chapters whose own 
funds run out. 


Last year the foundation and its 


chapters spent'$17,000,000 on care 
of polio victims. Of this, $6,700,- 
000 came from the national epi- 
demic aid fund. 


Since 1938, the March of Dimes 


has taken in $98,000,000. Fifty- 
eight millions have been spent on 
care for patients. Another $23,- 
500,000 has gone for research seek- 
ing the answer to polio and for 
professional training of doctors 
and nurses. The rest has been 
spent on educational work, ad- 
ministration and other expenses. 


Some insurance companies' now 


are offering polio insurance cov- 
ering the costs of treatment. At 
least one company offers to pay 
all expenses up to $5,000, in a 
family policy at a premium of $5 
a year. 


The National Foundation neith- 


er endorses nor criticizes polio 
insurance, Dr. Van Riper said. 


"The foundation is in no posi- 


tion to pass judgment on' polio 
insurance. We have never at- 
tempted to tell the American peo- 
ple, what doctors or hospitals they 
•should use, nor do we feel that we 
can tell them, what kind of insur- 
ance they should carry. These are 
all matters of personal preroga- 
tive."-
